Gallagher was one of a group of 
Anarchists active in Paisley around 
1903. The/ had premises in Brown 
Lane (round the corner from Cardosis 
in Causeyside St.) , and they were 
funded, surprisingly enough, by a 
Beneficiary of the Kodak Family. 
Willie was heavily influenced by the 
American Industrial Workers of the 
World, who believed in Direct Action 
without any Parliamentary middle 
men. He stuck to this view right 
through the First World War, though 
major strikes and Prison sentences. 

Then came the Russian Revolution, 
and to the great surprise of those 
that knew him, Gallagher changed

and a visit to Moscow'ljHe felffor 
the old Parliamentary con-trick. He 
did remain active in street politics 
for some time, and stood as a Parl- 
iamentary Candidate while serving 
a Hard Labour prison Sentence for 
Incitement* to Murder.. But the more 
convinced in the Parliamentary Road 
the more comprcmises he made. 

When he was elected MP for East 
Fife, the local schoolkids thought 
the strap was going to be abolished 
overnight: but it was not to be...

He became that 
most safe of safe things: a Socialist 
Celebrity. His Revolutionary Carree 
was effectively over.
